To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Stanley  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1960. 

It  has  been  a  satisfactory  year  with  the  incidence  of  infectious  disease 
fairly  low,  apart  from  an  epidemic  of  measles.  The  most  outstanding  items 
in  the  health  statistics  are  a  rise  in  the  infantile  mortality  rate  and  stillbirth 
rate,  the  birthrate  shows  a  slight  increase  as  does  also  the  deathrate. 

An  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  tuberculosis  and  of  deaths  from 
that  disease  is  a  timely  reminder  that  tuberculosis  is  still  a  problem, 
particularly  in  older  people. 

The  investigation  into  stillbirths  and  infant  deaths  which  was  started 
five  years  ago  by  my  predecessor.  Dr.  Ludkin,  was  continued  during  the 
year.  This  is  a  most  valuable  survey,  the  scope  of  which  has  increased  from 
year  to  year.  Each  case  is  investigated  in  detail  and  as  far  as  possible  a  post¬ 
mortem  examination  is  carried  out  in  all  cases.  The  close  liaison  between  this 
department,  the  general  practitioners,  midwives  and  hospital  staff  is  a  valuable 
means  of  ascertaining  the  avoidable  factors  contributing  to  stillbirths  and 
infant  deaths. 

I  should  like  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  help  and  co-operation 
given  by  my  colleagues — the  general  practitioners,  hospital  medical  officers 
and  the  County  medical  staff. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  thank  all  members  of  the  Council  for  their  sup¬ 
port  and  their  interest  in  all  matters  relating  to  public  health  and  pay  tribute 
to  the  loyal  co-operation  which  i  have  received  from  all  members  of  the  staff.

DEATHS 


(a)  Infant  Deaths 

The  number  of  infant  deaths  during  the  year  was  22  (28.95  per  1,000  live 
births)  as  compared  with  17  (22.67)  in  the  previous  year.  Seventeen  of  these 
occurred  in  the  first  week  of  life.  The  infantile  mortality  rate  can  be  regarded 
as  a  good  index  of  the  health  of  the  community  and  in  this  area  the  rate  has 
fallen  considerably  in  recent  years,  but  this  year  it  has  increased  again. 

It  is  estimated  that  perinatal  deaths  (stillbirths  and  infant  deaths  in  the 
first  week  of  life)  account  for  80  per  cent,  of  the  total  loss  of  infant  life  from 
the  28th  week  of  pregnancy  to  the  end  of  the  first  year.  Perinatal  mortality 
is  thus  an  obstetric  problem  in  which  there  are  many  avoidable  factors.  Of 
the  greatest  importance  in  this  connection  is  adequate  and  thorough  ante¬ 
natal  care  of  all  expectant  mothers,  with  a  careful  selection  of  cases  for  hos¬ 
pital  so  that  the  best  possible  use  is  made  of  the  available  maternity  beds. 

Health  education  should  form  an  important  part  of  all  ante-natal  care 
and  should  be  available  at  the  local  authority  clinic. 

This  is  the  fifth  year  during  which  a  detailed  investigation  of  perinatal 
deaths  has  been  carried  out  in  the  Stanley  and  Consett  Urban  Districts.  Each 
case  of  perinatal  death  is  investigated  in  detail  and  this  involves  securing 
adequate  case  history.  All  obstetric  details  are  obtained  from  the  general 
practitioner,  midwife,  local  authority  clinic  and  maternity  hospital  and  as  far 
as  possible  a  post-mortem  examination  is  carried  out  in  each  case.  The  mid¬ 
wives  are  responsible  for  conveying  to  the  pathologist  all  stillbirths  and  infant 
deaths  occurring  in  domiciliary  practice.  Of  the  39  perinatal  deaths  which 
took  place,  34  had  post-mortem  examinations  by  a  pathologist. 

The  investigation  is  of  great  value  in  that  it  attempts  to  find  out  the 
exact  cause  of  death  in  each  case  and  shows  the  obstetric  condition  associated 
with  it.  The  liaison  between  the  general  practitioners,  midwives,  the  maternity 
hospital  and  this  department  ensures  co-operation  between  the  doctors  and 
midwives  involved,  and  in  this  way  steps  may  be  taken  to  eliminate  avoidable 
factors  in  such  cases.

The  main  causes  ©f  death  in  the  district  during  the  year  were  diseases  of 
the  Heart  and  Circulatory  System,  Cancer,  Bronchitis  and  Pneumonia  in  that 
order  of  prevalence. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  coronary  disease  has  increased  this  year, 
there  being  108  deaths  as  compared  with  92  in  the  previous  year.  Sixty-seven 
of  the  108  deaths  were  in  males.  There  is  an  increasing  incidence  of  this 
disease  in  the  country  as  a  whole  and  research  is  being  carried  out  into  its 
cause.  It  seems  that  there  may  be  many  factors  involved,  such  as  the  stress 
of  life,  the  type  of  occupation,  diet,  exercise  and  smoking. 

There  were  13  deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung,  10  of  whom  were  males. 
In  1959  there  were  20  deaths  (17  males).  Neverthelesss,  the  incidence  of  lung 
cancer  in  the  country  as  a  whole  continues  to  increase.  It  is  now  the  most

common  form  of  cancer  mortality  and  was  responsible  for  over  21,000  deaths 
in  England  and  Wales  last  year,  predominantly  in  men  in  the  prime  of  life. 
It  is  now  generally  accepted  that  the  more  cigarettes  are  smoked  the  more 
liable  one  is  to  develop  cancer  of  the  lung  and  it  has  been  shown  that  the  inci¬ 
dence  is  much  reduced  in  those  who  have  previously  smoked  and  given  it  up. 

In  last  year’s  report  it  was  pointed  out  there  was  a  great  need  for  health 
education  of  the  school  children,  to  impress  upon  them  the  dangers  of  smok¬ 
ing  and  to  advise  them  not  to  take  up  the  habit.  During  the  year  consideration 
was  given  to  implementing  this  in  the  local  secondary  schools,  and  it  is  hoped 
that  next  year,  with  the  consent  of  the  local  education  authority,  it  may  be 
possible  to  carry  out  health  education  in  the  schools  by  the  showing  of  films, 
talks  and  group  discussion. 

There  was  a  marked  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  bronchitis 
during  the  year,  there  being  33  this  year  as  compared  with  25  in  the  previous 
year.  Bronchitis  as  a  cause  of  death  is  becoming  increasingly  common  in  this 
country  ;  there  were  over  29,000  deaths  in  England  and  Wales  last  year. 
As  the  incidence  in  this  country  is  much  higher  than  in  America  and  Scandin¬ 
avia,  it  is  suggested  that  atmospheric  pollution  may  be  an  important  factor 
in  its  causation. 

During  the  year  there  were  22  accidents  causing  deaths.  Seven  of  these 
occurred  in  the  home  (aged  59,  64,  65,  73,  77,  79  and  86),  nine  occurred  on 
the  roads  (aged  7,  16  (2),  17,  18,  23,  53,  67  and  70),  four  occurred  at  work 
(aged  31,  50  (2),  and  72),  one  drowning  (aged  45),  and  one  a  fall  on  the  road¬ 
way  (aged  70  years). 

Home  accidents  caused  7  deaths  during  the  year,  4  were  due  to  fracture 
of  the  femur — an  injury  commonly  sustained  in  falls  by  old  people.  This 
emphasizes  the  importance  of  health  education  in  the  prevention  of  such 
accidents,  so  that  those  who  are  responsible  for  the  care  of  old  people  in 
the  home  are  aware  of  possible  dangers,  e.g.,  highly  polished  floors,  badly 
lit  stairs,  loose  floor  boards  or  stair  rods,  trailing  electric  flexes,  etc. 

There  was  1  death  during  the  year  caused  by  burns  in  an  elderly  woman. 
It  is  unfortunate  that  the  flame  resistant  materials,  which  are  so  useful  in 
preventing  accidents  by  fire,  are  still  too  expensive  for  general  use. 

Of  the  9  deaths  caused  by  road  accidents,  2  of  them  were  riders  of  motor 
cycles,  2  pillion  riders  and  5  pedestrians. 

There  was  1  maternal  death  registered  during  the  year.  The  patient 
was  a  married  woman  aged  27  years  and  the  cause  of  death  was  septic 
abortion. 
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II.  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA 
A.  Environmental  Circumstances  and  Local  Authority  Services 

(a)  GENERAL 

Water 

The  Durham  County  Water  Board  provide  the  public  supply  from  the 
reservoirs  at  Smiddy  Shaw,  Waskerley  Park  and  Hisehope,  filtration  and 
chlorination  being  carried  out  at  Honey  Hill,  Waskerley.  We  found  a  residual 
of  approximately  0.1  p.p.m.  of  chlorine  in  all  the  samples  examined. 

Construction  of  the  new  Derwent  Reservoir  was  officially  started  on  1st 
April,  1960  and,  although  some  difficulties  were  caused  by  the  extremely  wet 
weather  in  the  Autumn,  good  progress  was  made.  It  will,  however,  be  some 
years  before  the  work  is  completed. 

The  satisfactory  bacteriological  quality  of  the  water  has  been  maintained 
during  the  year.  The  completion  of  the  12  inch  Greencroft  to  Stanley  trunk 
main,  brought  into  use  in  January,  is  affording  substantial  increased  supplies 
to  the  Stanley  area. 

Four  samples  of  water  other  than  main  supply,  were  forwarded  to  the 
bacteriologist  for  examination.  The  results,  graded  in  accordance  with  the 
Ministry  of  Health  report  “  The  Bacteriological  Examination  of  Water 
Supplies,  1949  ”  were  as  follows  : —

Drainage  and  Sewage 

During  the  year  sewage  from  the  district  was  treated  at  the  various  works 
at  East  Tanfield,  Hustledown,  Dipton  and  Rowlands  Gill.  450  lineal  yards  of 
15  in.  diameter  main  sewer  at  Hustledown  have  been  relaid  and  other  works 
in  connection  with  sewer  extensions  to  housing  estates  have  been  carried  out. 

The  sewage  disposal  humus  tanks  at  the  Hustledown  Sewage  Disposal 
Works  were  completed  and  put  in  operation  during  the  year  and  should 
improve  the  effluent  from  these  works. 


Sanitary  Conveniences 

During  the  year  one  conversion  of  a  privy  to  a  water-closet  was  carried 
out  by  private  contractors  making  a  total  of  4,650  conversions  since  1931. 
There  are,  however,  104  privies  which,  owing  to  their  position  or  being  part 
of  sub-standard  property,  still  remain  in  the  Area.

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Atmospheric  Pollution 

The  recording  of  atmospheric  pollution  in  various  parts  of  the  district 
first  started  in  April,  1955,  was  continued  throughout  the  year  (see  Appendix 
F).  There  are  four  deposit  gauges  sited  as  follows  : —

2.  Keir  Hardie  Avenue,  South  Stanley. 

3.  Weardale  Terrace,  Annfield  Plain.

The  Morrison  Busty  Colliery,  which  was  the  only  remaining  source  of 
industrial  pollution  in  the  area,  was  electrified  and  this  abated  the  smoke 
nuisance  from  the  colliery. 

The  domestic  chimney  now  remains  as  the  chief  source  of  atmospheric 
pollution  in  the  area  and  the  only  satisfactory  method  of  controlling  it  is  by 
the  establishment  of  smoke  control  areas.  This  would  be  a  simple  matter  in 
a  district  area  where  most  of  the  houses  are  fitted  with  efficient  grates  if  there 
was  an  adequate  and  suitable  supply  of  smokeless  fuel  available. 

Atmospheric  pollution  is  recognised  as  an  important  factor  in  the  cause 
of  bronchitis,  a  disease  now  giving  rise  to  an  increasingly  high  mortality  in 
this  country. 

Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests 

Meetings  of  the  County  Workable  Areas  Committee  were  held  in  Durham 
during  the  year  where  problems  arising  from  routine  rodent  control  work 
were  discussed.  These  meetings  also  give  the  three  County  Workable  Areas 
the  opportunity  of  bringing  forward  items  of  interest  or  problems  to  be  dis¬ 
cussed  at  County  level.  The  Ministry’s  Regional  and  Divisional  Officers 
attend  to  offer  technical  advice  where  necessary. 

Ministry  courses  on  rodent  control  and  domestic  insect  pests  were  held 
during  the  year. 

During  the  year  669  inspections  and  re-inspections  were  made  of  private 
dwellings,  business  premises,  local  authority  properties  and  agricultural 
premises  (see  Appendix  E). 

The  maintenance  treatment  of  sewers  and  sewage  disposal  works  were 
completed  at  two  six-monthly  intervals  as  required  by  the  Ministry  of  Agri¬ 
culture,  Fisheries  and  Food.  The  first  treatment  was  carried  out  between 
19th  April  and  14th  May  and  the  second  between  3rd  and  26th  October. 

During  the  year  16  food  shops  and  food  preparation  rooms  and  12  schools 
were  dealt  with  because  of  rat  or  mice  infestations.  Thirty-nine  dwelling 
houses  received  the  usual  treatment  for  eradication  of  pests  free  of  charge. 

Filthy  and  Verminous  Premises 

During  the  year  it  was  necessary  to  take  action  under  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1936,  Section  83  against  the  occupier  of  a  filthy  house.  Notice  was  served 
on  the  occupier  to  cleanse  the  house  but,  as  he  failed  to  carry  out  the  order, 
action  was  taken  in  default.  An  accumulation  of  rubbish,  etc.,  was  removed 
from  the  house,  certain  articles,  principally  clothing,  considered  impossible  to 
cleanse  were  removed  and  destroyed  and  the  house  was  thoroughly  cleansed. 
An  account  to  recover  the  cost  of  this  work  was  served  on  the  occupier. 

Treatments  were  carried  out  in  3  dwelling  houses  (bugs),  3  schools 
(beetles)  and  1  housing  estate  (red  mite). 
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Pet  Animals  Act,  1951 

During  the  year  routine  inspections  were  made  of  the  three  premises 
licensed  for  the  keeping  of  pet  animals.  In  order  to  avoid  unnecessary  distress 
to  animals  sold  from  pet  shops  resulting  from  ignorance  on  the  part  of  the 
purchaser,  the  Council  make  it  a  condition  of  issue  of  a  licence  that  the 
proprietors  of  pet  shops  should  also  issue  leaflets  dealing  with  the  feeding, 
care  and  management  of  each  animal  sold.

(iii)  Medical  Priority 

The  Council’s  practice  of  allocating  a  number  of  houses  to  medical  cases 
has  continued  and  in  view  of  our  concern  to  reduce  the  incidence  of  Tubercu¬ 
losis  in  the  area,  all  this  allocation,  with  the  exception  of  one,  was  granted 
to  families  who  had  one  or  more  members  suffering  from  Tuberculosis. 

A  total  of  103  applicants  for  Council  houses  requested  medical  priority 
during  the  year  but  only  21  applicants  (11  being  Families  without  Homes 
and  10  Householders)  were  considered  to  justify  special  consideration.  Of 
these,  1 1  families  (40  persons)  were  rehoused  making  a  total  of  208  families 
rehoused  since  1946  on  medical  grounds. 

(iv)  Houses  Unfit  for  Human  Habitation 

During  the  year  95  houses  were  allocated  for  families  from  slum  clearance 
properties,  315  persons  being  involved,  averaging  3.8  persons  per  house. 

(a)  Individual  Owners 

Forty-five  individual  demolition  orders  and  2  closing  orders  (on  parts  of 
buildings)  were  made  on  properties  throughout  the  district.  Informal  under¬ 
takings  to  close  were  received  from  the  owners  of  52  properties. 
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(b)  Clearance  Area 

On  the  5th  May  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  con¬ 
firmed,  without  modification,  the  East  Fontop  Clearance  Order,  1960.  This 
order  covered  17  houses  with  attached  enclosed  yards  and  outbuildings. 
Only  one  objection  was  received  but  this  was  later  withdrawn. 

By  the  end  of  the  year  the  tenants  of  all  these  properties  had  been  re¬ 
housed  and  11  houses  had  been  demolished.

During  the  year  203  inspections  were  made  of  the  various  types  of  food 
establishments  and  2  informal  notices  were  served  on  the  owners  to  carry 
out  certain  works.

The  general  standard  of  the  food  shops  in  the  area  is  improving,  new 
shop  fronts  being  installed  and  alterations  being  made  to  the  premises.  The 
storage  of  food  is  also  improving  and  more  owners  are  providing  refrigerators 
for  the  storage  of  perishable  food.  While  the  multiple  stores  are,  without 
doubt,  leading  the  way  in  this  respect  the  smaller  shops  are  following  suit. 
The  greatest  problem  in  the  smaller  one-man  business  is  the  lack  of  space 
available  on  the  premises,  resulting  in  overcrowding  of  the  shops  and  store¬ 
rooms  and  rendering  difficult  routine  cleaning  and  redecorating.

All  premises  used  for  the  manufacture  and  storage  of  Ice  Cream  were 
frequently  inspected  during  the  year  and  a  good  standard  of  hygiene  was 
maintained.

(vii)  Meat  and  Other  Foods 

The  Meat  (Staining  and  Sterilization)  Regulations,  1960,  dealing  with  the 
control  of  the  disposal  of  meat  unfit  for  human  consumption  from  slaughter¬ 
houses  and  all  meat  from  knackers’  yards,  and  the  Authorised  Officers  (Meat 
Inspection)  Regulations,  1960,  under  which  an  officer  of  the  Council  who  is 
a  holder  of  a  valid  Certificate  of  Meat  Inspection  issued  by  the  Royal  Society 
for  the  Promotion  of  Health  may  be  allowed  to  act  in  relation  to  examination 
and  seizure  of  meat,  came  into  operation  during  the  year. 
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Slaughterhouses  Report 

Meetings  were  held,  both  privately  and  collectively  with  owners,  ©couplers 
and  users  of  existing  slaughterhouses  in  the  area.  In  addition,  representatives 
of  the  National  Farmers’  Union,  Wholesale  Meat  Traders,  Livestock  Auction¬ 
eers  and  adjoining  local  authorities  were  invited  to  attend  a  joint  meeting. 

Of  the  6  slaughterhouses  licensed  (5  in  use)  none  complied  with  all  the 
requirements  of  the  construction  regulations  and  no  proposals  to  carry  out 
the  necessary  works  to  meet  these  requirements  were  received  from  the  owners. 

The  Report  was  forwarded  to  the  Minister  and  it  was  recommended  that 
the  day  appointed  by  the  Minister  for  the  construction  regulations  to  apply 
to  all  slaughterhouses  within  the  Stanley  Urban  District  should  be  1st  July, 
1961. 

Unless,  therefore,  there  is  an  early  change  in  the  outlook  of  the  owners 
of  slaughterhouses,  slaughtering  will  cease  to  take  place  in  this  area  after 
1st  July,  1961. 

During  the  year  53  inspections  were  carried  out  of  the  6  privately  owned 
slaughterhouses  licensed  for  use  throughout  the  district  and  situated  in  Burnop- 
field,  Tantobie,  Stanley,  South  Moor  and  Craghead.  One  of  these,  Craghead, 
is  not  in  use  at  the  present  time. 

Three  hundred  and  eight-two  visits  were  made  for  the  purposes  of  post 
mortem  and  ante-mortem  inspection  and  food  inspection  (100%  inspection 
of  all  dressed  carcases  was  obtained).  Details  of  carcases  and  their  organs 
which  were  condemned  are  given  in  Appendix  D. 

Foot  and  Mouth  Disease  Outbreak 

In  November,  whilst  carrying  out  routine  inspection  at  a  slaughterhouse 
in  Tantobie,  a  member  of  your  staff  diagnosed  a  case  of  foot  and  mouth 
disease.  This  was  confirmed  by  the  Divisional  Veterinary  Officer  of  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  and  the  slaughterhouse  and  branch 
shop  to  which  unfortunately  a  side  of  beef  had  been  moved,  were  declared 
“  Infected  Places  ”  and  all  movement  of  animals,  persons  and  vehicles  was 
stopped.  Assistance  was  given  to  the  Ministry  staff  in  the  disposal  of  the 
infected  meat. 

Unfortunately  a  man  employed  on  Tanfield  Leith  Farm,  Tantobie,  had 
assisted  at  the  slaughterhouse  and,  as  a  result  of  this,  the  cattle  and  sheep 
on  this  farm  were  slaughtered  and  disposed  of  by  the  Ministry  Inspectors. 

An  4  infected  area  ’  was  declared  covering  a  two  miles  radius  from  the 
Tantobie  slaughterhouse  in  which  all  movement  of  live  animals  was  forbidden. 
Whilst  this  order  was  in  force  it  was  impossible  to  move  live  animals  into 
or  out  of  the  area  and  therefore,  all  slaughtering  in  the  Stanley  Urban  District 
ceased.  In  addition,  further  areas  of  ten  miles  radius  from  Tantobie  and 
Ponteland,  where  the  Tantobie  case  originated,  were  made  restricted  areas 
within  which  movement  of  animals  was  permitted  only  under  licence. 

Condemned  meats  are  stained  in  accordance  with  the  Ministry’s  recom¬ 
mendations  and  disposal  is  arranged  locally.

Scarlet  Fever.  There  were  9  cases  notified  as  compared  with  20  last  year. 
The  infections  were  mild  in  type,  none  were  admitted  to  hospital  and  there 
were  no  deaths.

Measles.  The  first  nine  months  of  the  year  were  comparatively  free  from 
this  disease,  only  15  cases,  but  there  was  a  sharp  rise  in  the  number  of  notifica¬ 
tions  during  October  (45),  November  (101)  and  December  (169).  Of  the  330 
cases  notified,  168  were  under  the  age  of  5  years  and  none  were  admitted  to 
hospital  nor  were  there  any  deaths. 

Whooping  Cough.  Eighty-five  cases  were  notified  throughout  the  area 
as  compared  with  91  in  the  previous  year.  None  of  the  cases  were  admitted 
to  hospital  and  there  were  no  deaths.  The  continued  high  incidence  underlines 
the  need  for  immunisation  against  this  disease. 

It  must  be  remembered  that  whooping  cough  can  still  be  a  lethal  disease 
in  childhood,  particularly  in  children  under  one  year.  Immunisation,  to  be 
effective,  should  be  commenced  at  the  age  of  three  months  and  can  be  given 
either  as  whooping  cough  vaccine  alone  or  as  vaccine  combined  with  diph¬ 
theria.  The  County  Council  provide  general  practitioners  with  both  whooping 
cough  and  combined  whooping  cough-diphtheria  antigen. 

Poliomyelitis.  For  the  sixth  year  in  succession  there  were  no  cases  of 
poliomyelitis  notified.  At  the  end  of  the  year  the  poliomyelitis  vaccination 
scheme,  which  was  previously  only  available  to  the  under  26  age  group,  was 
extended  to  all  persons  under  40  years  of  age,  in  addition  to  expectant  mothers 
and  special  priority  groups,  such  as  doctors,  nurses,  ambulance  drivers,  etc. 

Since  the  inception  of  the  scheme  9,145  persons  have  received  a  course 
of  3  injections  and  1,226  have  received  2  injections.  These  figures  included 
those  vaccinated  by  general  medical  practitioners  in  their  surgeries. 

Dysentery.  There  were  91  notified  cases  (all  confirmed)  during  the  year 
as  compared  with  64  in  the  previous  year,  the  majority  (50)  occurring  in 
the  months  of  February  and  March. 

Two  food  handlers  and  a  nurse  were  involved,  two  of  whom  were  ex¬ 
cluded  from  work  until  three  negative  faeces  specimens  were  received.  One 
food  handler,  employed  in  a  toffee  factory,  was  transferred  to  the  packing 
department. 

All  the  cases  were  due  to  infection  by  shigella  sonnei  and  the  disease  was 
of  a  mild  nature. 


Food  Poisoning.  During  the  year  there  were  2  cases  of  food  poisoning 
notified,  both  being  confirmed.  A  further  case  was  ascertained  in  hospital, 
a  boy  of  7  years  of  age  whose  father  was  a  food  handler.  Three  families 
were  involved,  the  infecting  organism  in  each  case  belonging  to  the  salmonella 
group.  It  was  not  possible  to  trace  the  origin  in  any  case.  Details  of  the  type 
of  organisms  were  as  follows  : —

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Diphtheria.  No  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified  during  the  year.  How¬ 
ever,  while  the  annual  incidence  of  cases  of  Diphtheria  has  diminished  since 
the  commencement  of  immunisation,  it  is  recognised  that  this  trend  can  only 
be  maintained  and  the  disease  kept  under  control  if  at  least  75%  of  all  children 
are  given  protection  by  means  of  two  injections  at  a  month’s  interval  before 
reaching  the  age  of  one  year  and  by  single  booster  injections  at  the  age  of 
five  and  nine  years. 

At  the  end  of  1959  only  56%  of  children  under  5  years  of  age  had  re¬ 
ceived  the  necessary  injections  within  the  last  four  years  and  only  17% 
of  school  children  could  be  considered  to  have  adequate  immunity.  This  is  a 
dangerously  low  level  should  an  epidemic  occur.  A  scheme  for  immunisation 
of  the  children  in  the  Infant  and  Junior  Mixed  Schools  was  carried  out  during 
June  and  July.  The  general  practitioners,  head  teachers  and  health  visitors 
gave  valuable  assistance  and  co-operation  in  the  project.  Eighteen  schools 
were  involved  and  a  total  of  1,579  children  received  injections,  children  up 
to  the  age  of  7  years  receiving  Formol  Toxoid  and  children  over  that  age 
T.A.F.

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Tuberculosis.  Thirty-two  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  notified  during  the 
year  as  compared  with  26  in  1959.  There  were  8  deaths  as  compared  with  3 
in  the  previous  year,  the  ages  at  the  time  of  death  being  32,  41,  45,  46,  56,  59 
(2)  and  61  years.  None  of  these  cases  was  notified  for  the  first  time  at  death. 
The  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  as  well  as  the  number  of  deaths  reminds 
us  that  tuberculosis  still  remains  a  problem,  particularly  in  the  older  age 
group  of  men.  The  possible  explanation  of  this  disease  occurring  in  older 
people,  is  that  it  is  the  result  of  infection  in  earlier  life  which  has  remained 
dormant  for  many  years. 

For  the  seventh  consecutive  year,  in  addition  to  the  scheme  for  the 
B.C.G.  vaccination  of  contacts  of  Tuberculosis  cases  at  the  Chest  Clinic, 
eligible  school  children  were  again  given  B.C.G.  vaccine  at  the  various  schools 
during  school  hours.  For  particulars  of  the  scheme  see  page  31. 

All  milk  retailed  in  the  area  is  now  heat  treated  in  such  a  way  that  the 
tubercle  bacilli  are  killed.

2.  Tuberculosis  Services  in  the  Area 

(i)  At  the  Chest  Clinic  at  South  Moor  Hospital  there  are  special  sessions 
for  contacts  of  known  cases  of  Tuberculosis.  During  the  year  86  contacts 
were  skin  tested,  59  were  found  to  be  tuberculin  negative  and  were  vaccinated 
with  B.C.G. 

(ii)  Those  needing  sanatorium  treatment  are  in  the  main  admitted  to  the 
Maiden  Law  Tuberculosis  Unit ;  those  needing  major  surgical  treatment  being 
transferred  to  Seaham  Hall,  Poole  or  Wolsingham  Sanatorium.  During  the 
year  33  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  admitted  for  hospital  treatment. 

(iii)  There  were  490  patients  on  the  tuberculosis  register  at  the  end  of 
the  year.  Most  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  are  registered  by  the  Ministry 
of  Labour  as  disabled  persons  and  each  patient  is  assessed  at  the  Chest  Clinic 
before  returning  to  work.  There  is  close  co-operation  between  the  Chest 
Physician  and  the  Disablement  Resettlement  Officer,  and  if  thought  suitable, 
a  course  of  industrial  rehabilitation  at  Felling  Unit  is  arranged  and  some 
patients  are  referred  to  Finchale  Abbey  Training  Centre  for  further  training. 
During  the  year  one  patient  attended  the  industrial  rehabilitation  unit. 

(iv)  After-care  responsibility  rests  entirely  with  the  Durham  County 
Council.  Nursing  requisites  are  stored  in  Durham  City. 

(v)  The  annual  vaccination  with  B.C.G.  of  school  children  aged  13  years 
and  upwards  in  the  area  was  carried  out  during  the  month  of  October  when

(vi)  Ten  Council  houses  have  been  allocated  to  potentially  infectious 
Tuberculosis  cases  who  are  living  in  overcrowded  circumstances.  A  total  of 
207  families  have  been  rehoused  since  1946  on  grounds  of  Tuberculosis. 

(vii)  The  Mass  Radiography  Unit  visited  Stanley,  South  Moor,  Craghead, 
Annfield  Plain,  Burnopfield  and  Tanfield  Lea  from  20th  June  to  1st  July. 
Posters  and  leaflets  were  circulated  throughout  the  area  giving  dates  and 
times  of  sessions. 

It  is  important  for  all  men  over  45  years  of  age  to  have  an  annual  X-ray 
of  the  chest  as  it  is  in  this  age  group  that  the  greatest  incidence  of  chest 
disease  is  found.  The  X-rays  used  for  this  purpose  employ  only  a  tiny  charge 
of  radiation  and  the  machines  are  specially  designed  to  protect  the  body  from 
this  small  amount.

It  will  be  noted  that  12.6%  of  those  given  a  Tuberculin  Test  were  found  to  be  positive  as  compared 
with  11.5%  in  1959,  18.7%  in  1958,  13.2%  in  1957,  19.3%  in  1956,  19.6%  in  1955,  23.5%  in  1954 
and  35%  in  1949.  In  October,  1960,  81.8%  were  Tuberculin  negative.

The  Area  Office  is  situated  at  the  Health  Department,  Council 
Offices,  Tantobie. 

The  County  Medical  Officer  has  kindly  agreed  to  the  incorporation  in 
this  report  of  the  statistics  relating  to  the  personal  health  services.

Details  of  facilities  together  with  consent 
forms  for  smallpox  vaccination  and  diphtheria  and  whooping  cough  immun¬ 
isation  are  enclosed  with  this  literature.  When  a  child  reaches  the  age  of 
twelve  months  and  four  years  nine  months,  further  propaganda  pamphlets 
regarding  diphtheria  immunisation  are  sent.

The  clinic  at  High  Street,  East  Stanley,  is  open  daily  and  is  attended  on 
Mondays  and  Thursdays  by  the  full-time  School  Medical  Officer  who  also 
carries  out  the  routine  medical  inspections  of  children  at  the  schools  in  the 

Urban  District. 

(c)  Nursing  in  the  Home  and  Midwifery  Services

Nine  nurses  made  a  total  of  24,995  home  visits  during  the  year,  11,030

(ii)  Midwifery 

During  the  year  782  live  and  still  births  were  assigned  to  the  Area,  54% 
occurred  in  hospital  and  46%  at  home,  24  of  the  midwife-booked  cases  of  the 
latter  being  delivered  in  the  presence  of  a  doctor.  There  were  22  stillborn 
births  and  17  deaths  in  the  first  week  of  life. 

Of  the  10  County  Midwives  carrying  out  domiciliary  midwifery  in  the 
district,  4  own  cars  which  they  are  authorised  to  use  in  the  course  of  their 
official  duties.  All  are  trained  in  the  use  of  and  possess  apparatus  for  gas  and 
air  analgesia.  Approximately  70%  of  the  domiciliary  cases  were  given  gas 
and  air  analgesia.

Operating  under  the  overall  supervision  of  the  Central  Control  at  Durham, 
to  which  it  is  linked  by  direct  telephone  line,  the  depot  acts  as  a  reception 
point  for  calls  on  the  Service  arising  in  the  North-West  portion  of  the  County. 
It  provides  a  24-hour  emergency  service  for  this  area  besides  being  available 
to  provide  transport  for  out-patients  attending  hospital  for  examination  and 
treatment. 

Three  vehicles  are  equipped  with  radio  and  this  additional  form  of 
control  is  exercised  direct  from  Durham. 
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The  following  table  gives  details  of  the  work  undertaken  by  the  Stanley 
depot  during  the  year.  While  the  bulk  of  this  work  relates  to  the  transporting 
of  patients  residing  in  the  Urban  District,  a  portion  of  it  is  concerned  with 
patients  living  outside  the  area  who  have  been  conveyed  as  emergency  cases 
from  parts  of  the  North-West  area  referred  to  above  for  which  the  depot  is 
responsible.  To  some  small  extent,  also,  the  co-ordination  of  out-patient 
journeys  on  a  County  basis  accounts  for  the  inclusion  of  other  non-residents 
©f  the  Urban  District.

(f)  Domestic  Help  Service 

At  the  beginning  of  January,  1960,  321  cases  in  this  district  were  being 
served  by  a  Home  Help.  There  were  92  new  cases  during  the  year  and  of  the 
total  of  413  cases  receiving  the  services,  389  were  chronic  sick  (including  aged 
and  infirm),  20  were  suffering  from  sickness,  2  were  maternity  cases  and  2  were 
tuberculosis  cases.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  335  cases  in  the  area. 

(g)  Mental  Health  Services 

Occupation  Centre  for  Mentally  Handicapped  Children  : — 

A  wing  of  the  former  T.D.  Hospital  at  Villa  Real  converted  in  June, 
1953,  has  continued  to  be  used  for  mentally  defective  children  excluded  from 
school  under  Section  57  of  the  Education  Act,  1944.  Twelve  males  up  to 
the  age  of  16  years,  13  females  under  21  and  5  females  over  21  from  the 
North-West  of  Durham  travel  daily  to  this  Centre.  The  Education  Depart¬ 
ment  has  arranged  from  the  outset  provision  of  school  meals  and  free  milk 
for  these  pupils.  A  special  bus  collects  pupils  each  morning  and  returns 
them  to  their  homes  each  afternoon. 

(h)  Local  Health  Authority  Hostel  Accommodation 

Admission  of  those  needing  care  and  attention  to  local  health  authority 
hostels  is  arranged  directly  with  the  County  Health  Department  but  cases 
requiring  urgent  attention  are  often  referred  by  their  own  doctors  to  the  local 
health  department.

During  the  year  it  was  necessary  to  take  action  under  Section  47  of  the 
National  Assistance  Acts,  1948-53,  for  the  compulsory  removal  of  one  old 
person.  The  case  was  that  of  an  old  lady  aged  86  years  who  was  suffering 
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from  grave  chronic  disease  and  was  unable  to  devote  to  herself  and  not  receiv¬ 
ing  from  other  persons  proper  care  and  attention.  She  was  removed  to  Lee 
Hill  Hospital  and  although  she  had  adamantly  refused  to  go  in  she  settled 
down  happily  and  it  was  not  necessary  to  apply  for  an  extension  of  the  Order. 
She  died  five  weeks  after  admission. 

(i)  Physically  Handicapped  Persons 

A  club  run  by  and  for  the  physically  handicapped  operates  very  success¬ 
fully  in  this  district.  Meetings  are  held  every  Tuesday  in  Stanley  and  all 
handicapped  persons  are  welcome. 

During  the  year  adaptations  were  carried  out  by  this  Council  to  3  houses 
occupied  by  physically  handicapped  persons.  The  County  Council  assisted  in 
contributing  to  the  cost.
